WON’T ADOPT SHIP BRAKES 


Naval Board F inds It Increases Danger 
From Torpedo Attack. 
Washington, .lune 6.— Although 
it 
was fie mon «t ra ted by practical trial on 
the battleship Indiana that what is 
known as the “ship brake,” will un­ 
doubtedly stop a vessel in somewhat 
less time than were it not employed, 
the device has been found unsuitable 
for naval usage 
The naval board which conducted 
the test holds that th** brake, which 
resembles a barn door on either side 
of the ship, would soon become clog 
ged with barnacles unless constantly 
employed. It would also increase the 
danger from torpedo attack; would be 
a grave menace in close evolutions, 
and weald retard th** speed of the ship. 


HEN LAYS AN EGG 
WITH A TAIL 


Experts Tint It Due to Appear­ 
ance of Comet. 


Ithaca. N. Y . June 6.— W hether the 
comet had any influence on the laying 
of eggs is a question to be determined 
by the professors of poultry of the 
State College ut Agriculture at Cor 
nell university. 
A soft shell egg with a tail two 
inches long has been given to them 
by William Scott, of Southhill. this 
city. Scott says he is not sure whether 
it was a white Leghorn or red W yan­ 
dotte which laid the egg, but asserts 
that It was the first one laid since the 
comet found its tall and was to be seen 
in the western sky. At the time of 
doubt as to w hether tile earth passed 
ti)rough the com et's tail Scott's hens 
did not lay at all. he says. The egg is 
muc h like the ordinary soft shell egg. 
I»*it extending horn the rear is a two 
Inch tail made of a harder substance 
than the eggshell proper.

In Three Weeks. 


W ashington, June ti 
Surprising as 
they were to many there were num er­ 
ous indications that the senate ami 
house may reach a prompt agreem ent 
on the railroad bill through a practical 
acceptance by the house of the senate 
bill. While there is no certainty th a t 
such will be th e case. there were many 
straw s pointing that way Such action 
would have the effect of hastening the 
adjournm ent of congress, and m em­ 
bers prophesied that, with th** rail­ 
road bill agreed 
upon, adjournm ent 
would come within three weeks. 
Senators Aldrich. Crane and Elkins 
were over on the house side engaged 
in conferences with Speaker Cannon 
and R epresentative Matin, of Illinois, 
who has charge of th** house bill Rep­ 
resentative Mann said that, as far as 
he was concerned personally, he would 
not agree to the senate bill. He said 
there were m any things in the house 
m easure which were not in tin* one 
adopted by the senate upon which he 
would insist, and there 
were some 
things in the seuate bill to which he 
objected. 


Conference W ould Be Long. 


T here was. however, he added, a 
m ovem ent am ong some of tin* insur­ 
gents as well as regulars who voted 
together to am end th** bill when it was 
In the house, to accept the senate bill 
as being a near approach to what they 
desired. It was also learned that the 
Democrats, or at least those who have 
led the fight on th* 
railroad bill on 
that side, were prepared lo accept th** 
senate bill rath er than take chances 
on what a conference between th** two 
house* would evolve. 
The bill read ied the house and was 
perm itted to lie upon the table, so that 
m em bers may have an opportunity to 
exam ine It before It Is formally laid 
before the house 
It will be ( ailed up 
tomorrow, when Repres* unitive Mann 
Is expected to move nonconcurrence 
and the appointm ent of conferees. If 
conferees are named no one is willing 
to predict how long it might take to 
secure 
a 
mutually satisfactory out­ 
come. nor what the ultim ate agree 
menf would be 
The general Impression is that the 
senate conferees will be selected from 
those classified as frt* idly to the rail 
roads. Those mentioned as likely to 
be named 
are Senators Elkins, Al 
drieh and Foster, two Republicans aud 
one Democrat.

the sections in the house bill provid­ 
ing for physical valuation and the reg­ 
ulation of the issue of stocks and 
bonds, which are not in the* senate 
bill. and the long and short haul and 
telegraph and telephone clauses, which 
widely differ In th* two Dills 
Other 
sections in the house bill cut out by 
the senate are these; 
A provision 
giving the interstate 
com m erce commission power to su­ 
pervise any new capitalization plans 
of carriers. 
A provision directing all the mem ­ 
bers of the suprem e court lo assign 
circuit Judges to the new court of 
commerce. 
Similarly the senate bill has many 
sections at variance with the house 
measure. Im portant am endm ents were 
made, among them being; 
A provision placing the burden of 
proof upou the railroads instead offthe 
shippers in proposed freight rate in­ 
creases, 
A provision prohibiting railroads to 
again increase rates atter they have 
been lowered to drive out w ater com­ 
petition. 
A provision requiring federal courts 
to give notice and a hearing l»**fore 
the following with the orders of state 
court s. 
A provision requiring the com m is­ 
sion once in six months to analyze 
classifications arui tariffs and 
show 
changes. 
A provision allowing the commission 
to suspend a proposed rate Increase 
six months in addition to the 120 days 
allowed.

The cause of wormy grapes is the 
larvae of the grape berry moth. Small 
purplish brown moths appear in grape 
vineyards in May and June and lay 
their tiny eggs, probabilist! the stems 
of the blossom clusters.

hatch, and the young caterpillars im ­ 
mediately 
begin eating the blossom 
buds even before the latter open. They 
-pin a delicate web among the buds. 
aud as the larvae feed throughout June 
they soon attack the recently set ber­ 
ries.
